Although at first the idea of checking the QRP frequencies 
or a specific frequency on the hour seems like a good one 

I hate to be the bearer of bad news. The ARRL rules and 
contest regs prohibit the pre-scheduling of a contact for a 
contest. 


The reason for the rule is obvious. I could make a deal to 
meet a VO1 or a VE7/YV1 at a specific time during SS and 
get closer to a clean sweep of the sections. 


The contest gurus can back me on this or shoot me down 
if I happen to be in error, but let's not get QRPers in trouble 
with something that is against the rules. 


The basic idea behind any contest (real contest as in ARRL 
SS, etc.) is to have everyone play on a level field using a 
basic set of rules that everyone agrees to follow. 


This ties into the email QSL thread in one way also and all 
the other related threads. If you tell me you are Q, then you 
are Q. If someone sends me an application with photocopy 

of QSL cards for an award and they say they were QRP, 

then they were QRP. If you think about it the only reason 

the other person would put your call/QRP on the QSL is 

‘cuz you sent them same. Did they measure your power 

output? I don't think so. The ARRL requires the QRP 

notation on all the cards, but then again they have a larger 
audience to work with and the probable reason for the rule. 


The ARCI does not publish the membership list and we use 
the fact that you copied or obtained the number on the air 
or via QSL card to confirm a contact. No QSL needed for 
contest Qs. Works out and the honor system is in play. 
Noone wants to be a policeman on this system. It causes 


more problems than it solves to try to do it otherwise. No 
thread on these issues please. It's the system and it has 
worked for 30 years. No need to change it because someone 
is paranoid........ :-) 


During SS as a QRPer I can tell you that it is a rough row to 
hoe, even with an awesome antenna system. You chose to 

operate that way and you just have to work at it. Isn't that 

why we do it? They take the high road and we take the low 

road. We'll get to the end, compare notes, and go on. It's 
life. And even though a lot of the posting of the scores involves 
the section count (79 max) there is a reason why you don't see 
too many complete sweeps, i.e. worked all 79. It is very 
difficult and a milestone that when you complete it (I haven't) 
you know that you have gone where few have. I'll bet the number 
is around 2% for the ratio of those that have sweeped the section 
count and the total that have entered. 


OK, enough of that thread. 


A new one. The next ARRL contest is the 10 meter contest in 
December that we outta as QRPers and as a group enter. Since 

we have gotten the attention of some of the contestors, let's just 
keep at it. Just do it. :-) The solar flux is hanging in there 
over 120 pretty much of the time, so 10 meters should a good one, 
but again that's why you have to turn on the rig. At least you can 
work all the locals. :-) 


And finally, for the newbies. This is not a contest reflector. :-) 
QRP-L has a lot of information on contesting, foxhunts, etc. All 
mainly aimed at getting you off the keyboard and in front of the rig. 
The world is heading towards the internet and you are among the 
masses, whether you admit it or not, but let's all hope that you 

do get away from the computer and on the air. I haven't worked a 


lot of you yet. :-) I was without an antenna for a while but now 
should have time to get on the air. Won't tell you which band(s) 
you have to come looking for me. :-) No schedules and no spots..... 


other than sun spots.

I read your post and never thought about that. 8-) There are many levels of 
"winning" in a contest, and I think you found one you weren't looking for. 
Serendipity! 


We often want to find ways to promote our hobby to young people, but seem to 
have trouble doing it. One of the things that seems to work is to introduce 
them to contesting. The pace is faster and the rewards more apparent, so it 
keeps their attention a bit more than the more subtle aspects of Ham Radio. 


To introduce kids into Amateur Radio using Contesting there is an event 
called the Kids Contest. They are usually held twice a year. The format is 
to invite a youngster into your shack and assist them in contacting others 
in this contest. It is low-keyed and participation is small, so it is 
usually fun without disrupting the bands. They are phone, usually 40 and 20 
meters and the kids exchange their name, state, age and favorite color. All 
entrants 'win' and receive a certificate. It's a lot of fun and only lasts 4 
hours, so it doesn't eat up a whole weekend either. 


My youngest son, Bryan, 11, tried this a couple of times and the bug has 
bitten. He is studying for his license - Novice or Tech+, and is very 
interested in the odd and mystical things I do in the shack. He's one of 
those kids that watches things and you don't think he's paying attention, 
but later he can reproduce what he saw done. He passed Element 2 recently 
and is still working on 1A and 3A. 


He now wants to go to club meetings, and the last kit I got, an OHR WM2, I 
let him build for me. I assisted, but he did most of the work and it turned 
out great. He also tags along to Field Days. This year, with the experience 
he got with the Kids Contests, he operated at the FD phone station undeer 
Supervision and had good results. 


But a funny thing happened. His older brother, Frank, 17, who never showed 
any interest in Ham Radio at all, saw him operate and wanted to give ita 
try. So he got a chance to operate too. He is also studying for a ticket now. 


The theory and code are still just as difficult, especially for kids with 
their school studies and everything else they are into, but the interest is 
now there. When I worked in sales once, an advisor told us to "sell the 
sizzle, not the steak." This is what the Kids Contests and involving young 
people in contests, RFDing and similar activities does. QRP operation is a 
good area too, as most equipment can be built from a kit for a hands-on 
experience as well as being affordable for young people. But it's the 
excitement of operating that motivates them.

My sons are still studying for their tickets. Rome wasn't built in a day and 
I'm encourageing them to really learn about what is on the tests, not just 
memorize the facts. If they make it, fine, if not, they had fun along the 

way as far as they went. I won't force them, just encourage and aid their study. 


They even motivated my XYL to upgrade from Novice to Tech+! 
Hope this is of interest to the group.

>There were a lot of us on both CW and SSB but S&P does not allow us to 
>catch many of ourselves. Perhaps we could agree to check a certain 
>frequency on the hour for each other. 


I don't think this is necessary. I for one would rather be running a 
frequency than playing the S&P. It can be done. You can hold a freq. at 5 
Watts. I did it for over 3 hours Sat. evening and 2 hours Sunday evening 
in the CW SS without ever being seriously challenged by the QRO stations. 
I'm down 2 s-units from the 100 Watt guys and 4 s-units from the KW guys 
- and I only had dipoles. I had the KW, the low power guys and the QRP 
group finding me. The secret it to get over the fear of running a freq. 
in the contest. Foxhunts as a fox are good there. If you want a five 
minute taste of that go out mobile and run a few counties, you will 
generate a small pileup. Try listening on 14.056.5 on weekends to see 
what it's like first. Remember if you have the freq. you are in control, 
you can ask for all the repeats you want. Believe me the contest is a lot 
more fun when you hold the freq. Think of having RI, DE, WY, MT, and ID 
coming to you in a contest.
